THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY 

OF ALBANY DOES ORDAIN 

AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1, That there shall be 
and hereby is created a Traffic 
& Safety Commission within the 
City of Albany. There shall be 
five (5 members of the Commis- 
sion who shall be selected by the 
City Council, with each member 
of the City Council having the 
power to appoint one (1) mem- 
ber to the Commission.
